Hie transfer of technical information from one country to another for 
economic advance and the role of patents, trademarks, and know-how in this 
transfer will be explored at the 12th .Annual Public Conference of The Patent, 
Trademark, and Copyright Research Institute of The George Washington University. 
"Industrial Property: Instrument to Foster Technology for Economic Advance" 

is the theme of the Conference which will be held June 20 and 21 at the 
Shoreham Hotel.

GW CO-SPONSORS URBAN CONFERENCE 


WARRENTON, VA., June 19 — A three-day conference on the 
"urban challenge" got under way today at Airlie House to discuss manage¬ 
ment and institutional response to the problems of the nation's major cities 
and metropolitan areas. 

Jointly sponsored by George Washington University, North 
American Rockeell Corp. and System Development Corp., the conference is 
scheduled to include participation by some 110 representatives of the 
country's business, government and academic communities. 

The three-day session is the first phase of "Project Crossroads," 
an undertaking proposed by the Program of Policy Studies at the George 
Washington University. 

A four-month workshop following the conference will provide 
the second step in the achievement of Project Crossroads' goal: Concentrating 
the resources of government, labor, business and universities in one location 
for an extended time for an intensive and systematic study of the challenges, 
opportunities and action requirements in the field of urban affairs.

HONOR GW'S ETHRIDGE 



Dr. Clayton Bernard Ethridge, Professor Emeritus of Medicine who retires June 30 as 
Medical Director of The George Washington University Hospital, was presented this week 
with an award from the Department of State and Agency for International Development. 

The Certificate of Cooperation is the first such award presented to an individual and was 
given to Dr. Ethridge for his assistance in providing training for foreign participants 
sponsored by A. I. D. Presented at the 12th Annual Conference on Medical Education for 
Foreign Scholars in the Medical Sciences at Airlie House, Warrenton, Va., June 19, the 
award was made on the recommendation of the Foreign Students Education Branch, Bureau 
of Health Manpower, U. S. Public Health Service. Dr. Ethridge organized and conducted 
the Airlie Conference, as he has the five previous forums for this purpose. 

Dr. Ethridge's personal interest and guidance have contributed greatly to the success of the 
formal graduate training in medical sciences provided for many A. I. D. sponsored foreign 
students, said Daly C. Lavergne, Director of the Agency's Office of International Training. 

The distinguished cardiologist, who also serves as Associate Dean for Postgraduate 
Education of GW's Medical Center, was cited for his service in organizing and conducting 
over the past six years, forums in medical education for foreign medical scholars. 

The A. I. D. citation continued, "as a leader in the field of medical education, your 
cooperation with the international training program has encouraged other prominent 
professional men throughout the United States to participate as resource people in the 
forums. " 

This certificate represents Dr. Ethridge's second award from a Federal agency. In 1964 
the Federal Aviation Agency presented him with its meritorious award for his work in 
organizing and directing the medical advisory panel to the FAA. 

Dr. Ethridge, who joined GW's medical faculty 31 years ago as am Instructor in Medicine, 
was appointed as the Hospital's first full time Medical Director in 1965, when he also 
became Associate Dean. In this period he has advanced the postgraduate education program 
significantly, and has directed the Scientific Associates Program, a joint effort with the 
Food and Drug Administration for training young doctors. He also has headed the Regional 
Advisory Group of the local Regional Medical Program of Heart Disease, Cancer and Stroke.

VISTAS TO WORK IN SLUMS FOR LAW DEGREE IN D.C 0 AND NEW YORK 


The Office of Economic Opportunity will sponsor the nation*s first law 
school programs for an advanced degree in poverty law, in whicFf VISTA 
lawyers will combine field work with slum organizations and classroom 
study. 

The National Law Center of George Washington University, Washington, D.C., 
will receive a $92,066 demonstration grant to conduct a Master of Laws 
program*in law and poverty. 

The New York University School of Law will receive an $86,058 demonstra¬ 
tion grant to conduct a similar Master of Laws program in Urban Affairs 
and Poverty Law. 

Both programs will begin in the fall of 1968. The two degree projects 
hopefully will set a precedent among the nation*s law schools by requir¬ 
ing field work in community organization as part of a degree program in 
the field of civil law. This reflects the fact that poverty law is being 
made today in the streets and ghettoes. More than 300 lawyers have 
applied to participate in VISTA law programs, according to Deputy Director 
Padraic Kennedy of VISTA. * 

The project idea was conceived by 0E0 and will involve coordination 
between Legal Services and VISTA, two major 0E0 programs. VISTA lawyers 
will live in the neighborhoods, providing counsel and representation to 
new and existing self-help organizations. They will seek to help poverty 
communities realize potential for self development. This would include 
economic development and housing development efforts. 

George Washington Universit y -- Mrs. Jean Camper Cahn, a pioneer in the 
field of Legal Services and poverty law, has been named director of the 
Washington, D. C., project. She is executive director of the Institute 
for Political Services to Society, which is making a study of the D. C. 
Government*s response to citizen grievances. 


Twenty VISTA Volunteer-lawyers in Washington, D, C., will be assigned to the 
supervision of the Neighborhood Legal Services Project, which operates 10 
Neighborhood Law Offices in low-income areas of'the city. They will add a 
new dimension to the project, with lawyers working full-time with slum 
groups and organizations, helping them to find ways to solve their own 
problems.

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The^ Master of Laws program at the National Law Center will be open to 
VISTA lawyers and other interested lawyers. The university will add 
eight new advanced courses starting in the fall of 1968. They will be 
open to other law students. VISTA candidates will take a light load of 
three courses per semester and will earn four hours of credit by writing 
a research paper or thesis related"to their job experience. 

New York University- - Thirty VISTA lawyers will be assigned to the super¬ 
vision of the law school. Norman Redlicli is the project director. The law 
school will develop a community organization and development program in 
New York poverty communities and develop five new courses for the program. 
The VISTAs will spend half their time in the field, helping low'income 
groups plan and form tenant unions, housing corporations, and economic 
development projects, and nine hours a week in class. On completion of 
the academic work, the lawyers will spend nine months doing full-time 
field work with slum groups. 

In addition to the main purpose of providing legal help to the poor, the 
projects are expected to attract bright young lawyers into careers in 
poverty law. 
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
